NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—(/)—Sen- 
ator James J. Davis, of Pennsylvania, 
was alternately pictured as a shrewd 
promoter of fraternal lotteries, pock- 
eting liberal profits for himself, and 
as an unselfish, able organizer of 
charities today in his trial for vio- 
lating lottery laws in federal court. 

Emphasizing to jurors there is no 
criminal charge of wrongfully appro- 
priating profits from alleged lotteries 
in the Loyal Order of Moose against 
Senator Davis, Louis M. Treadwell, 
assistant United States district attor- 
ney, declared the government never- 
theless would prove Davis got thou- 
sands of dollars in profit from the 
project. 

‘We. wil “shox,” he said, “that 
Senatér Davie did derive profits from 
“punning the lotteries; because that is 
the most convincing proof he knew 
what was going on.” 

He said two alleged lotteries, con- 
ducted in conjunction with the Moose 
charity balls of 1930 and 1931, 
brought in some $3,000,000. 

After the first one, he said, three 
checks totaling $190,000 were drawn 
to the order of Fred W. Jones, “finan- 
cial agent” for Davis, and used as 
payment on a note at the Fidelity 
Trust Company, of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
which was the “personal responsibil- 
ity” of the senator. He said another 
check for $15,300 was deposited to 
the personal checking account of 
Davis. 

Tuttle Differs. 

The opposite picture of Senator Da- | 
vis’ 5 in promoting the balls for 
the Loyal Order of Moore, of which 
-he is director general, was painted by 
his chief counsel, Charles H. Tuttle, 
a former United States attorney. 

“Senator Davis ia not charged with 
stealing any money,” he said, “nor 
with any mail fraud case.” In the 
last analysis he is charged with hav- 
ing in some way put through a project 
hy measures the district attorney 
chooses to call lettery tickets. 

“In the first place, we deny the 
plan of the charity ball was a lot- 
tery. We deny there was anything 
legal about it. We deny Davis par- 
ticipated in it.

(Gandhi Defies Government; 


Will Begin Death Fast Today 


MONETARY MEET 


‘Candidate Promises Min- 
ing Industry To Sum- 
mon International Par- 
ley Without Delay.

ABOARD ROOSEVELT SPE- 
CIAL, OUT OF MISSOULA, Mont., 
Sept. 19.—(4)—After several hours’ 
delay due to a train wreck, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt tonight moved on to 
carry his campaign for the presidency 
into Washington and Oregon, leaving 


hehind in Montana a promise to call 
an international monetary conference 
“without delay or evasion.” 

For three hours his train was held 
at Bonner, Mont., while a wrecking 
crew a few miles ahead worked hur- 
riedly to clear away the damage done 
by a broken axle on the engine of the 
east-bound North Coast Limited, a 
crack Northern Pacific passenger 
train. 

The engine and two cars were de- 
railed, but except for throwing the 
tracks out of line, little damage was 
done. A temporary track was set up 
to move Governor Rosevelt’s special 
around the wreckage and it sped on 
to Missoula, a few miles away. 

While preparations were being made 
to. move his train forward, the presi- 
dential nominee of the democrats sat 
in his private car working on the 
speech on public utilities he will de- 
liver in Portland, Ore. On either side 
of the train arose the towering moun- 
tains that form the walls of Hell Gate 
canyon and to the southward stretch- 
ed the timbered slopes of the Lolo na- 
tional forest.

Indian Leader Challenges Authorities To 
Move Him As He Prepares for Protest 
Against Law. 


BOMBAY, India. 
The Mahatma M. K. Gandhi tonight 
defied the Indian government to re- 
move him from his cell in Yerovda 
prison, where, at midday tomorrow, 
he will begin his “fast unto death.” 

India’s “great soul” is undertaking 
his hunger strike as a protest against 
Great Britain's communal settlement, 
involving separate electorates for the 
nation's “untouchables.” 

Bombay officials announced earlier 
in the day that the little brewn na- 
tionalist leader would be removed 
from the prison proper and placed in 
a bungalow inside the prison grounds. 

‘Certain restrictions, as to the num- 
ber of visitors he might have, were 
resented by Gandhi. who character- 
ized them as “humiliating conditions,” 

Accordingly, he challenged the gov- 
ernment to remove him forcibly from 
his cell. 

Under the government plan, Gan- 
dhi would be permitted to have only 
six visitors at a time in the bungalow 
without police surveillance. ' 

Regardless of where he goes, he in- 
tends to abstain from all food until 


Sept. 19.—(UP) ¢death overtakes him, and he reiterated 


today that there is small-chance he 
will withdraw his decision. He will 
take his last food at the noonday meal 
and thereafter will eat or drink noth- 
Ing except water, with salt or soda 
stirred into it. 

Hindu leaders called on Gandbi to- 
day seeking his opinions on the com- 
munal settlement. He told them that 
he is prepared to consider a plan: that 
would guarantee a certain number of 
legislative seats to the “untouchables,” 
who occupy the lowest level of the 
Indian caste system. 

This guarantee of seats, Gandhi 
said, would be substituted for the 
separate electorates proposed by 
Great Britain. 

Gandhi, who weighs less than 100 
pounds, has been conditioning himself 
for his fast for several days. Grad- 
ually he has been reducing the amount 
of food in his diet, which consists of 
vegetables, fruits and goats’ milk. He 
also has been refraining from his 
usual exercise in order to store up 
energy for the ordeal of his hunger 
strike.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—()—‘ 
An unward spurt in .the inder of 
wholesale commodity prices, led by 
the returns on farm products, was 
reported today in the labor depart- 
ment’s analysis of August trends. 

The gain for last month over July, 
reduced to the weighted index of 734 
is| commodities, amounted to 0.7, going 
from July's figure of 64.5 to 65.2. The 
farm products group, however, regi 
tered a 21-2 per cent gain. A similar 
boost was recorded by textile prod- 
ucts, while both the food group and 
hides and skins showed a 11-2 per 
art! cent gain. 

Of the total list of commodities 
analyzed 213 showed gains for the 
‘month and 436 remained stationary, 
while 135 decreased. Despite the net 
gain for the month, however, the com- 
parison with August of last year 
showed a decrease of 91-2 per cent.

Vitamin A Concentrate , 


mh 
Made More Accessible | 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 19.—(/)— 
For the first time in history, a sup- 
ply of the primary concentrate of 
vitamin A was assured to the world 
today at prices low enough for ordi- 
nary medical practice. . 

Heretofore, the vitamin was pro- 
duced only in such minute quanti- 
ties and at such great expense that 
only a few months ago it command- 
ed a ov equivalent to more than 
$11, a pound. 

Revelation of a greater supply 
and a more “reasonable” price was 
made by the discoverers of a new 
process of extraction, Dr. A. F. O. 
Germann and his assistant, Dr. 
Harold M. Barnett, both connect- 
ed with a Cleveland bio-chemistry 
laboratory. 

In the Germann-Barnett process 
the equivalent of a carload of veg- 
éetables, such as carrots, is required 
to produce an appreciable amount 
of the vitamin.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—(UP)— 
“Farmers are going to have relief 
either by ballots or by violence,” How- 
ard Y. Williams, national director of 
the League for Independent Politi- 
eal Action, declared tonight after a 
two months’ survey of the middle 
west. 

“Governor Roosevelt is playing with 
dynamite if he does not have definite 
legislation in mind to fulfill the vague 
promises he made to agriculture in 
his “opeka address,” Williams said. 
“Farmers are now in no mood to be 
trifled with. In the 1928 campaign, 
Mr. Hoover told the farmers that if 
they would vote for him he would call 
a s-ecial session of congress to put 
agriculture on an equality with in- 
dustry. The farmers know too well 
that his congress passed the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff bill that plunged agri- 
culture still deeper into the mire. 

“Many farmers are rebellious. They 
are ready for social revolt as the 
methods used in the farmers’ strike 
indicate. These farmers have their 
backs to the wall.” 

“They feel that nothing could be 
worse than the situation in which 
they now find themselves. A few more 
dramatic montgage sales of farms 
which have been held by the same 
family for two or three generations 
will start the explosion. American 
farmers will not accept peasantry 
without a struggle in the spirit of 
1776.”

HIGH POINT, N. C., Sept. 19.—

“The proposal by Dr. Butler to 
solve the drink problem by repealing 
the 18th amendment anid providing 
for the sale of liquor through a sys- 
tem of government regulated dispen- 
saries,” he said, “is as futile and 
hopeless as it is inconsistent and im- 
practical, 

“While Dr. Butler declares ‘it is 
essential to the success of any plan 
for state liquor traffic control that 
the eighteenth amendment be uncon- 
ditionally repealed,’ those interested in 
the prevention of the effects of alco- 
holism are not concerned with the 
success of any plan for a state liq- 
uor traffic. , 

“They believe that alcohol is a nar- 
eotie poison and a_habit-forming 
drug, and that no unit of government, 
state or national, has any moral right 
to license its sale or encourage its 
consumption.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Sept. 19.—

writer and intimate friend and confi- 
dant of Paul Bern, suicide husband 
of Jean Harlow, Bern achieved his 
greatest emotional expression in his 
love for Barbara La Mar. 

After that actress’ marriage proved 
a failure and she was ill, she sent for 
ern. Her money was gone and she 
wanted to sell her Rolls Royce. 

Bern pretended to negotiate # sale 
for several times the car's value. He 
gave Barbara the money and placed 
the car in a garage. 


“He was tenderly devoted to her,” 


Wilson said, “and he did a great deal

On another occasion Bern showed 
himself no fair-weather friend to a 
woman who had attracted him. When 
he heard of the mysterious death of 
William Desmond Taylor he snatched 
7 his hat and rushed to the heme 
of Mabel Normand. He found her sur- 
rounded by questioners, all shouting 
queries at her. Bern brandished his 
cane and threatened to kill them if 
they didn’t allow her a few hours’ 
sleep. Throughout the investigation 
he was her advisor and friend. 

Freud and psychoanalists are pop- 
ular authors among the scenario writ- 
ers and executives of Hollywood, who 
spend many hours trying to justify 
the behavior of fictional characters. 
They fall into the habit of psycholog- 
ically cataloging their friends. To all 
of them. Paul Bern had a “Christ 
complex.” This, in the jargon of the 
Freudians, meant that he achieved bis 
greatest ecstasy in adopting the men- 
tal attitude that he was “a man of 
sorrow.” Wilson savs it was the pop- 
ular opinion in Hollywood that Bern 
sought out the woes of others and got 
a curious, diverted elation from niak- 
ing them his own. 

His charities ran to extravagant 
totals that rivaled the amount of 
money he spent on women, 

“A couple of years ago I helped 
him make out his income tax report,” 
Wilson recalled. “A good 40 per cent 
of his year’s salary had gone to 
friends in personal loans. When 
asked about this, he said he was kid- 
ding himself to call these things loans. 
He knew he never would get any of 
the money back, so we put it down 
as ‘gifts.’ ” 

Bern's life seems to have been filled 
with such instances. Carey Wilson 
says he appears actually to have en- 
joyed sharing the sufferings of other 
people.

“I was short at the time.” Wilson 
says, “and besides, I didn’t think this 
was a particularly worthy charity. I 
told Bern so and said he was a fool to 
bother with -a man who didn’t have a 
good reputation to start with, and 
who had turned eriminal. 

“This upset Bern dreadfully. He 
wasn't able to work, and we were in 
the midst of a story. Finally Paul 
borrowed the two hundred from the 
man who was to direct the picture we 
were prepare: The fellow was pack- 
ed off to New York and Paul was 
happy again.. 

“*Now we can get back to work,’ 
he said, ‘We have done the right 
thing.’ ”’ 

Another time Bern became violent- 
ly upset because a man who formerly 
had been a “big shot” in the films 
wrote from New York that he was go- 
ing to lose his car. Bern didn’t have 
the hundred and fifty dollars needed 
to save it, and he fretted over the 
matter until it began to detract frow 
his efficiency. This time Wilson lent 
the money. 

Only a short time ago Bern worried 
about a chorus girl who appealed to 
him for aid, and finally he raised the 
money to send her to Havana and buy 
her costumes for a revenue there, ac- 
cording to Wilson, and the scenario 
writer says he understood Bern’s ac- 
quaintance with this girl had been 
very brief.

THE TAX LEAGUE PROGRAM. 

The announcement of the Tax- 
payers’ League that, following the 
lull in its activities incident to the 
recent political campaign, it will 
launch an energetic effort to “bring 
our people together in a common 
understanding of their problems and 
4 common desire to do what is best 
for Atlanta and Fulton county’’ 
should be of direct interest to every 
man and woman in the community. 

Certainly there can be no objec- 
tion to such a program. If the peo- 
ple, through their attitude, are re- 
sponsible for the prevailing high 
rates of taxation in Atlanta and 
Fulton county when elsewhere they 
are being lowered, they should be 
made aware of the fact that they, 
and not their elected officials, are 
to blame. 

If, on the other hand, the offi- 
cials have not instituted proper 
economy steps to bring the cost of 
government more in line with pres- 
ent conditions, the people should 
be so acquainted. 

Certainly there are no officials in 
either the city or county govern- 
ments who would not go the limit 
in reducing expenses if given the 
backing of those who put them in 


office. They are public servants 
and if the people by their indif- 
ferent attitude, or ignorance of the 
details of administration of their 
local governments, indicate a will- 
ingness to carry the burden of un- 
reasonable expenditures, no blame 
can be attached to the office hold- 
ers for a continuation of present 
conditions. 

Other cities throughout the coun- 
try have slashed their expenses— 
and their tax rates—from 25 to 50 
per cent. County governments have 
followed suit, 

No such relief measures have 
been taken in Atlanta or Fulton 
county. If other communities can 
reduce expenses, so can this one. 
Something is wrong somewhere, and 
the best way to find out what it 
is lies in acquainting the voters of 
the city and the county, who are 
the stockholders in their govern- 
ments, with the real facts. 

The Taxpayers’ League has em- 
phasized that it has no political 
axes to grind. For that reason it 
largely ceased its activities during 
the heated campaign just over. In 
that it was wise, for should it at 
any time become involved in poli- 
tics its usefulness would end. 

The league appeals for the ‘‘ap- 
proval, co-operation and advice” of 


# the people of the community. Its 


present move to acquaint the pub- 
lic with the facts of the situation 
deserves, and should have, such 
Support.

This city is now the hub of air 
travel in the south.

Are Content. 

' Just before leaving for Russia I had 
several conversations with leaders of 
“White” Russian organizations in 
Paris, among them General Miller, the 
commander in chief himself, and also 
Alexander Kerensky, the chief of the 
one-time provisional government. These 
men assured me that the soviets were 
doomed, tottering already and due to 
come down in a very short time. They 
were asked on what they based their 
calculations and all said widespread 
dissatisfaction in the red army. The 
troops had become unreliable and only 
with difficulty they were kept from 
rising against the government. 

It is quite natural that I should 
have made the fullest possible “in- 
quiries in Russia itself, and, although 
I am not so foolish as to take the 
official assurances of army leaders 
for granted, because no general or 
minister would have admitted dissat- 
isfaction in the army to a foreigner, 
I simply looked in oe camps and 
barracks. I saw red sodiers in the 
cities and in the rural districts. I saw 
them on maneuvers and at nights in 
classes and theaters and regimental 
shows and I talked with many of 
them. 

In the main, they are a happy and 
healthy crowd. They are always sing- 
ing when they have a_ chance, or 
dancing with balalaikas and concer- 
tinos going and thumping along, The 
are well dressed. By well dressed 
do not mean well dressed compared 
with JugaSlav or Polish military, but 
well dressed by western army stand- 
ards. Their overcoats beat anything 
I ever saw in the line of clothing in 
any army. Gorgeous affairs. I spoke 
with hundreds, recruits and reservists 
alike, 
isfaction; to the contrary, they were 
in clover and felt happy. 

Moreover, it stands to reason that 
the government looks after the army 
first and foremost, feeds and clothes 
it before anything else, for a dissatis- 
fied army is indeed a grave menace, 
But there is no such thing in Russia 
at the present time. Kerensky and 
Miller would like one to believe it, be- 
cause they merely wish it.

Revolution? 


So long as Trotsky was in the 
Kremlin, the idea of a gradual exten- 
sion of the bolshevik revolution to 
other countries was far more real than 
it is at present. Trotsky proceeded 
from the position that communism can 
never function satisfactorily in one 
given country, least of all in a back- 
ward country like Russia, and he laid 
his plans to draw Germany as soon &s 
possible into the vortex of the revolu- 


ion. 
It will be recalled that he had some 
success beyond the borders. Hungary 
was once a soviet republic; so was 
Bavaria. Berlin came very close to 
it. Then came Staline to power, a far 
less able man, but a dogged, persist- 
ent worker. Staline would not mind, 
of course, to see a revolution break 
out elsewhere, but he is not a man 
with a world view and so what goes 
on elsewhere interests him far less. He 
does not know the situation in for- 
eign countries as did Trotsky and 
Lenin, who were familiar with half a 
dozen languages, who lived many 
years abroad in exile and who had ab- 
sorbed western Euroyean culture com- 
pletely. : : 
Trotsky would never have imagined, 
as Staline actually did, that the gen- 
eral strike in Great Britain some 
years ago would have led to a soviet 
government in London. Staline_con- 
fines himself now to pushing the Five- 
Year Plan of industry, which will 
make of Russia in the next quarter 
century a. self-sufficient industrial 
country.

You can’t do it and 
be on the job at 9. The writer of 
sparkling comedy in other cities un- 
der other conditions, finds himself 
gone flat and stale.” 

Groucho Marx reads all the writ- 
ers of comedy assiduously. - He also, 
paradoxically, reads all of Priestley’s 
novels, He considers Ring Lardner 
still the master of his medium. And 
with the surprising facility of all these 
Marx-maniacs he can converse on any 
subject from backgammon to Bach and 
back again and top everyone's re- 
marks with better ones. He married 
a blonde and is still in love. He 
thinks Will Rogers is the _ best-bal- 
anced mind of the day.

If the 
idea is unreasonable or unnatural, yet 
the person insits it is true and com- 
mits singular deeds under the urge of 
the idea, that constitutes frank in- 
sanity with delusions or hallucina- 
tions, 

Now as I see it, everybody is kinda 
erazy about cleanliness except myself. 
Nearly everybody considers it neces- 
sary to brush his teeth in order to 
keep them clean. If perchance a 
queer bird turns up who seldom or 
never brushes his teeth, just about 
the time I get to chatting with him 
he suddenly goes into a sneer and lets 
me know he has a bath tub, maybe a 
collection of them, and deems it de- 
rigueur for gentlemen, sah, to wallow 
in the tub at least every Saturday 
night. 

If I could conscientiously do so, I’d 
come out cleanly for a law or 
ordinance prohibiting the installation 
of bath tubs except in hospitals, 
sanitariums or the homes of helpless 
invalids. I’d dicker with the national 
tiling association and the exclusive 
plumbers guild for a subsidy to en- 
able me to promote the more ex- 
tensive use of shower stalls in homes, 
and a statute inflicting a heavy fine 
on hotels, boarding houses and tour- 
ists camps found maintaining a com- 
mon tub. But I can’t accept such a 
retainer, you know, because I be- 
lieve it doesn’t make a particle of 
difference whether you have your own 
private bath or use any old bath 
which is not engaged at the moment, 
and likewise [ believe any old tub or 
receptacle hooss of are com-

BERLIN IS IRRITATED 
BY BRITISH STATEMENT 


BERLIN, Sept. 19.—(4)—Both the 
government and the press today as- 
sailed the British statement on Ger- 
many’s demand for arms equality, in 
which the London government took 
the position that Berlin had no legal 
right to seek revision of her military 
status outside the world disarmament 
conference. 

“It goes without saying,” declared 
a government spokesman, “that we 
cannot accept the reasoning of the 
British memorandum, according to 
which Germany of her own accord 
and without compelling reason raised 
a political issue of vast implications, 

“The unfriendly form which clothes 
the charge that we proceeded in a 
manner tactically wrong and calcu- 
lated to disturb the harmony between 
nations does not establish the truth- 
fulness of this charge.” 

German newspapers, especially those 
of the extreme right, sharply criti- 
cized the British position, although 
journals of moderate political opinion 
tempered their criticism with recrimi- 
nations against the internal and for- 
eign policies of the present German 
government. 

“We can only advise the English 
government to take its educational ef- 
forts elsewhere—perhaps to Africa or 
the South Sea islands,” said the na- 
tionalist Boersen Zeitung. “The gov- 
ernment should stand fast and not 
permit itself to be blocked by Eng- 
and.” ~ paid 

Der Abend, a socialist paper, de- 
plored Germany’s foreign policies, say- 
ing they tended to isolate the nation, 
and criticized internal conditions, 
touching particularly on the acfivities 
of Adolf Hitler's nazi. storm troops 
and the Steel Helmet organization of 
war veterans. 

These associations, together with 
the nationalist newspapers, furnish 
material to jingo elements in other 
nations, Der Abend said,

reveals the history of the race. : 

The student of human heredity is 
interested in the development of chil- 
dren—how vg grow up and, as they 
grow, gradually reveal the family 
traits. 

This study has to be an individual 
one, because children differ in the 
way they grow, depending upon the 
kinds of determiners of growth and 
development, of genes, which they 
carry. 

Common to all normal development 
of each child is a tendency to re- 
capitulate in his own body a series of 
remarkable phases which have no sig- 
nificance for his own functioning but 
provide only a scaffolding, as it were 
by aid of which the later stages of 
the body are to develop. The em- 
bryonic gill-arches are an example. 

The remarkable thing about this 
scaffolding, however, is that the same 
sort of scaffolding is used, not only 
for all normally developing children 
but also for the lower primates and, 
indeed, for mammals and the lower 
vertebrates. However, in the lower 
vertebrates this scaffolding is the 
final, permanent structure. In other 
words, the child builds upon the re- 


clue to the stages through which man 
has passed in his evolutionary _his- 
tory. Thus, the child before birth 

ws a tail. Its feet are flat and 
road, like those of the anthropoid 
apes. The great toe is so placed and 
has such attachments that it could be 
readily turnéd under the sole of the 
foot, as happens in a and in the 
thumb of the hand of the grown child. 

In his growth after birth the child 
expresses racial and family charac- 
teristics. A slow growth results in 
smaller individuals, like those of 
southern Europe; while a greater 
velocity of growth, doubtless due to a 
greater activity of the pituitary gare. 
produces tall persons like the Scotch 
Highlanders and the Scandinavians. 

The form of facial features work 
out their racial destiny, whether it f& 
the concave nose found in parts of 
Switzerland or the convex nose of 
the Syrians, the high bridged nose of 
the Lancashiremen, or the  bridgless 
nose of the southern Chinese. 


The organs of the skin take on the 
farmily fo#m and color. The nervous 
system takes pn some of its family 
chasnitedibion The child may show 
special aptitudes in some kind of me- 
chanics, in some form of art, or in 
the world of letters. Each has his 
family gift; a family heirloom, to be 
treasured and utilized to the utmost 
and passed on intact to later genera- 
tions. 

The eugenicist is alarmed by the 
growth of the idea that each child has 
the same potentialities as any other. 
Interesting and full of hope as such 
a view may be it is so completely dis- 
cordant with the facts that the strict 
adherence to, and practical applica- 
tion of, this doctrine can only yield 
eventual ruin to the race.

Hansson May Get 
Swedish Premiership 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 19.—()— 
Despite the fact that the social demo- 
crats fell short of a clear majority 
in the Rikstlag election of Sunday, 
their leader, Per Albin Hansson, was 
regarded as an almost certain choice 
for the premiership. 


The government of Premier F. T. 
Hamrin resigned today when it be- 
came apparent that the conservatives 
had been beaten in the election of a 
new lower house, that the social demo- 
crats bad gained 14 seats, and the 
agrarians nine. 

There still remained a_ possibility 
that the agrarians might assume lead- 
ership of a government, but this even- 
tuality was considered unlikely by 
most political commentators. 

Hansson began his career as a clerk 
in a co-operative store, left that to 
work on a socialist newspaper, and 
in 1911 was elected to a seat in the 
riksdag. 

Farly in life he earned a reputation 
for his radical views, a reputation now 
diminished.

FOR ‘AMERICAN NURSE’ 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—(4)—The 
department of state has forwarded a 
request to the French government that 
a survey boat be sent out in search 
of the airplane, “American Nurse,” 
lost on a_ trans-Atlantic flight to 
Rome, Dr. Paul Pisculli said tonight.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—(?)— 
Complaint against government hos- 
pitalization for private citizens was 
voiced today by William C. Wood- 
ward, representing the American Med- 
ical Association, before the house com- 
mittee investigating government com- 
petition, 

“The federal government,” he said, 
“is now buying medical and hospital 
services at the expense of the tax- 
payer and is giving these services free 
to selected persons, rich and poor, 
for the treatment of diseases and in- 
juries not incurred in the line of any 
public duty, either civil or military, 
and not in the discharge of any obli- 
gation whatever owed by the federal 
government to the beneficiaries. 

“Government competition of this 
character will tend furthermore to un- 
dermine the morale of the medical pro- 
fessions, to binder its developments, 
and to leave the people without ade- 
quate medical service in time of need, 
and without adequate medical re- 
sources in case of military necessity.”

19.—(/)—The government announced 
tonight federal troops, closing around 
Campanis, had repelled a _ counter- 
attack and routed Sao Paulo rebels 
south of Ampara, after a seven-hour 
battle. 

Rebel losses were reported to be 

heavy. Superiority of federal artil- 
lery was said to have been a deciding 
factor in the engagement. 
(Earlier government reports said 
Campinas, an important railroad cen- 
ter leading to the Sao Paulo capital 
and the coast, was being evacuated. 
It is about 50 miles from Sao Paulo, 
the state capital, and 87 miles north- 
west of Santos). 

Rebels in the state of Matto Grosso, 
to the westward, were reported to 
have left over 100 dead after a fruit- 
less attack on federal forces. Fight- 
ing was continuing in the vicinity 
of Porto Murtinho, on the Paraguay 
river near the meeting point of the 
Paraguay, Bolivia, and Brazil borders.

And they lessened property 
values in the section, a matter which 
is of less importance than the issue 
of morality.” 

Burlesque, which for more than a 
year had not been shown at any thea- 
ter in the Broadway district, had en- 
joyed a marked revival. “Barkers” on 
the sidewalks and photographic dis- 


plays in front of the theaters in addi- 

tion to the actual performances were 

among the subjects of complaints. 
The mayor, however, in ordering 


the two theaters closed made it plain 
he was not setting himself up as a 
censor of the theater. 

“The standards of the theater are 
set by the people themselves,” he said, 
“and I am not Jaying down any spe- 
cial rules for the guidance of the thea- 
ters. I certainly have no intention of 
setting myself up as a censor.” / 

Police Commissioner Mulrooney ex- 
pressed himself as greatly pleased with 
the action taken by the mayor. 

He said he had told the mayor the 
burlesque houses were breeding places 
for all kinds of vice; that the streets 
near by were infested with runners for 
vice resorts of all kinds.

Time was 
when it was boarded up as if to house and hold all the old 
ghosts it knew. But now the doors are open and one may peer 
inside at the old walls that heard the oaths and the laughter of 
the old days; at walls that heard fists pounded on bars; at walls 
and flagstones that heard and saw old Andrew Jackson and La- 
fitte plotting the Battle of New Orleans. 

The Absinthe house was builded in 1750. And it still 
stands in the Vieux Carre, where the narrow streets and 
Gg tell the real story of New Orleans and its men of 
o 
This football trip, which started as an inland trip in a small 

car known as ‘‘The Mechanical Donkey,” because we rather 
~ fancied it to be copied from Stevenson’s travels with a donkey, 
brought us eventually across the lakes and rivers and bays into 
New Orleans and, of course, the inevitable walking tour through 
the old square with its romance and old age. 

The old quarter was once a walled city, a strange 

thing for this country. It was mapped, so they say, by 

Le Sieur Le Blond De La Tour, engineer in the armies 

of King Louis XV, of France, in 1718. There were the 
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Spanish here once and then the French. And then an 

American city wherein dwelt all the races of the world 

in one great melting pot—pirates, buccaneers, gentle- 

men, traders, French, Spanish, English and men of all 

nations. 

There are battle-scarred walls and bullet-scarred walls where 
men have died. And there are many, many things to see that 
date back to the old days. 

It was old Andrew Jackson, “Old Hickory,’”’ who 
made New Orleans American. How they loved him then, 

he with his polished boots and his gallant manner that 

were both so muddy and brusque when he arrived. They 

turned against him and against his buccaneer friend, Jean 

Lafitte. But once they ruled. 


And it was in the old Absinthe house, that was old when! 


Jackson came to take Lafitte from the cells in the old cabildo, 
that the two met and planned the battle that was to find Lafitte 
and all his crew manning smoking guns in the American lines. 


TIME HAS CHANGED IT ALL. 

And yesterday I walked by the old, old building that has 
absorbed some of the color of rain and sun into its bricks, and 
found it a dime-a-dance place. And I laughed out loud at the 
thought as imagination pictured what would happen were La- 
fitte and his murdering crew to walk in suddenly on this mod- 
ern scene. 

And farther down the street is an old Frenchman who 
sells antiques and old documents. And it is he who sup- 
plied the old papers and records of Jean Lafitte which 
Lyle Saxon used so much im his story of ‘Lafitte the 
Pirate.”’ And there is a letter which tells of two lonely 
graves in one of which lies Napoleon. Dominick You, 
chief mate for Lafitte, was assigned to the task. But Na- 
poleon’s death stopped it. But who is to say that Domi- 
nick You, later to become a sea general for Bolivia, did 
not carry out the plan and that it is Napoleon who lies 
there, far from the great tomb about which Robert Inger- 
soll wrote such a rending and beautiful oration? . 

It is curious to stand there as the old fellow hands out the 
papers, looking at the fading inky signatures of old governors 
and that of the Lafitte brothers, Pierre.and Jean. 

The papers. seem to become something else—they 
are but records of indictments and offers of reward for 
Lafitte, who fled to scourge the Texas coast near Galves- 
ton and later to die of a fever far in the forests of 
South America. 

And once he was here, leaning against the bar with “Old 
Hickory,” the tall Tennesseean, who marched his Tennesseeans 
with their long rifles down to New Orleans. 

And now the orchestra throbs in a dime-a-dance 
tune. Lafitte would have liked it. The old man showed 
me a miniature of Jean Lafitte carved on ivory, the only 
one in existence, it so happens. And he was a mild- 
mannered looking young man, was Lafitte. He was 
beardless and innocent looking. 

They all dream here, they and many others—the house that 
was built for Napoleon—the old Absinthe house, the allv of 


pirates—the old cabildo with its bullet-scarred walls—all dream- | 


ing and waiting.

He is a real ornament for his profession, is William Mc-

Taxation of motor vehicles operated for profit or 
hire is not primarily a railroad problem, but 
of importance to every taxpayer. 


Efforts have been made to confuse the public by cit- 
ing the taxes paid by all motor vehicles, regardless of 
the character of their use. As a matter of fact the own- 
ers of private cars contribute through the gasoline tax 
perhaps 95 per cent of the total cost of building and 
maintaining state highway systems. These owners of 
private cars should be interested in the protection of the 
highways from destruction and abuse by vehicles of 
great size and weight operated for private gain.

TREND TOWARD Fd 
S FORSEEN BY THOMAS 


Fascist Drift Gathering Mo- 
mentum, Says Socialist 
Candidate. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—(UP)— 
Norman Thomas, socialist nominee for 
president, tonight warned his follow- 
ers of a dangerous national trend to- 
ward an “American facism. 

Speaking before 1,000 socialist ad- 
herents at a banquet at Mecca Tem- 
ple, Thomas said the seriousness. of 
the fascist drift which he said was 
gathering momentum throughout the 
country, due to dissatisfaction with 
the two major political organizations, 
was increasing. 

He explained that in using the 
word “facism” he did so in “a large 
and inclusive sense.” 

“I do not mean that there is a 
so-called facist movement which would 
be accepted by Mussolini,” he said. 
“Here in America the movement, con- 
scious or unconscious, which I[ have 
loosely called facism already has and 
will have distinguishing characteris- 
tics.” git Ns 

Analyzing these,-he déclaréed that an 
American fascism would be “very im- 
patient of political democracy even 
though it may by some device keep 
outwardly most of our present forms 
of democracy.” , 

“The carefully cultivated contempt 
for congress” and the “amazing wide- 
spread cynicism about both old ma- 
jor parties” is in line with this  facist 
drift, Thomas said. 

A tendency to “stabilize capitalism 
by some degree of planning,” marks 
the economic side of the American 
facism, the socialist leader continued, 
terming the tendency “capitalistic syn- 
dicalism, in which there would be an 
immense degree of state control.” It 
would, he said, be unable to operate 
without “large sops given to the work- 
érs by way of social insurance plus 
much exploitation of various popular 
prejudices.” 

Facism is always identified with an 
intensely nationalistie spirit, Thomas 
said, declaring that the move implied 
disaster as it depends on prejudice to 
gain its ends, and “does not solve 
any of the real problems of distribu- 
tion in the economie world” but “in- 
tensifies nationalism in the interna- 
tional world. ’ 

“Already we have incipient organ- 
izations which may conceivably have 
a facist future,” he declared. “I re- 
fer to such bodies as the so-called 
Blue Shirts and Khaki Shirts. In 
these organizations are some very sin- 
cere men with genuine radical ideas. 
They are, however, excessively nation- 
alistic and their programs amazingly 
approximate the early programs of 
Mussolini or even of Hitler.”
